Washington — Common sense will 


be the keynote of foreign policy in 
the Hoover administration. 


Enough years 
having 
elapsed 


since the United States declined to 


- become a member of the league of 


nations, the president-elect is con- 
vinced" all the world now knows the 
United States desires no political 
entanglement with Europe. Having 
cleared away that point. Mr. Hoover 
probably will go further than any 
president since the war in cooperat- 
ing with Europe and the rest of the 
world in movements for peace as 
well as the development of a stable 
economic situation throughout the 
world. 


The view that Mr. Coolidge held 


with respect to the limitation of 
armament is concurred in heartily 
by Mr. Hoover. The man who con- 
ducted the last naval conference at 
Geneva for the United States is 
Hugh Gibson, an intimate friend of 
Mr. Hoover since war relief days in 
post-bellum Europe: A policy of the 
United States to maintain its arma- 
"ment it is safe to do otherwise, or 
until other nations 'reduce their na- 
vies, is ingrained In the 
Hoover 


mind. 


But it Is in the field of interna- 


tional cooperation _ on the economic 
side that the United States may 
make/ its greatest advances under 
Mr. Hoover. "We must not only be 
just," says Mr. Hoover, "We must 
be reasonable. The experiences of 
the war afforded final proof that we 
cannot isolate ourselves from the 
world, that the -safeguarding of 
peace cannot be obtained by nega- 
tive action." 


OPINION CHANGES 


To a certain extent this will al- 


ways be construed as a much more 
enthusiastic endorsement of inter- 
national cooperation than was pos- 
sible under the restraining influenc- 
es felt by both Presidents Harding 
and Coolidge, when the "Irreconcila- 
bles" were at the height of their 
power. Mr. Hoover has recognized 
that the Kellogg treaty marked a de- 
parture. It was an attempt to reach 
in another way what the rather rig- 
id provisions of the covenant of the 
league of nations sought to accom- 
plish. Tbis institution, however, is 
no longer to be regarded with hor- 
ror and held at such distance that 
the ordinary opportunities for inter- 
national cooperation given by the 
league of nations should be denied 
the United States.

Captured

Cone, 25, who escaped from the re- 
formatory at Green Bay, said he 
knew all about the culvert murder 
case and named the Janesville man 
as the slayer. 


The man was taken into custody 


questioned at length and released 
late Monday night on the agreement 
that he would not leave town. 


The sheriff, howe\er, disclosed that 


Cone himself had been under close 
scrutiny for some time in connection 
with the murder. 
Cone 
escaped 


from the reformatory on Jan. 29. He 
was sentenced to that institution for 
a term of one to five years on being 
convicted 'of a statutory offense in 
Janesville last August. 


GAVE HIMSELF UP 


Cone, alias Roy Brown, was 
ar- 


rested Monday at Ukiali, 50 miles 
from Santa Rosa, Calif, when 
he 


gave himself up to a patrolman. 


In his story to the California au- 


thorities, Cone said the Janesville 
man had kept company with a girl 
named Bess. 
Seven weeks before 


the body was found near Elkhorn, 
he said, this man told him. Bess was 
to-Jbecome a mother-and 
-..„.-• 


marriage. 
That night, Cone*'fe 


this man took Bess for a ride near 
Janesville and beat her to death 
with a hammer. At that time, he 
continued, the murderer's wife was 
in a Janesville hospital. 


Cone's story is believed by officials 


of Rock-co and officials of the re- 
formatory to be untrue so far as it 
involves the Janesville man, and 
probably wholly false. Cone's mental 
rating at the reformatory is low. 
He has been impeached as a witness 
under oath and his word, according 
to Rock-co officials, is known to be 
valueless. When he is brought back 
from California he will be subjected 
to another severe examination on the 
possibility that lie does know some- 
thing about the murder and has in- 
volved the Janesville man for some 
ulterior reason.

Columbus, O.—(#3—Heavy rains 


and rising temperatures that loosed 
a coat of ice and snow put streams 
and rivers on a rampage In most 
sections of Ohio Tuesday. 


Highest waters \rere reported in 


the south-western part of the state, 
particularly at Springfield, where the 
business district and section of the 
residential area were under -water. 


Several 
hundred 
homes 
along 


Buck Creek were isolated and for a 
time water stood three feet deep in 
some of the business streets. 


Electric power was interrupted for 


several hours and for a time the city 
mains were virtually without water 
due to the disabling of the city wa- 
ter works. 


The Miami valley bore the brunt 


of the water, but the conservancy 
districts formed after the disastrous 
flood of 1913 when hundreds were 
drowned and millions in property 
lost, apparently had dissipated the 
threat of a repetition of that disas- 
ter.

Memphis, Tenrr.—UP)— Search of 


the ruins of Duncan, Miss., Tuesday 
re\ ealed the bodies of seven addition- 
al victims of Monday's tornado and 
increased the storm toll in the states 
of Mississippi, Arkansas and Texas 
to 29. Most of the dead in Mississippi 
were Negroes and Chinese, while two 
white persons were killed in the col- 
lapse of a home near Dewitt, Ark , 
and two white persons and two Ne- 
groes lost their lives in Texas. 


Memphis, Tenn. —UP)— Tornadoes 


making an early spring visit to three 
states Monday left a trail of 22 dead, 
scores injured, a 
wrecked 
village 


and property damage 
exceeding 


$500,000, according to available fig- 
ures on Tuesday. 


At intervals of a few hours 
the 


wind storms dipped down into north- 
east Texas, northwest 
Mississippi 


and southeast 
Arkansas, 
striking 


with greatest fury at Duncan, Miss, 
where 14 of the 450 population were 
killed and the village left in wreck- 
age.

PLAN FOOT BRIDGES 


Following the 
dreams of city 


planners for decades, they have de- 
cided to build foot-traffic 
bridges 


across the two new 
streets they 


are creating in the downtown ter- 
minals groups. Ten of these bridges, 
spaced about 
150 feet apart and 


connecting 
buildings on opposite 


sides of main thoroughfares, from 
third or fourth floors, are projected 
in the union terminals group.

American membership in the league 
of nations any more than did Presi- 
dent Harding or President Coolidge. 
He knows that the Republican party 
has taken an absolute position on 
that point, although he himself fav- 
ored the entry of the "United States 
into the league, just as did Charles 
Evans Hughes, Elihu Root and other 
statesmen, of the Republican party 
who are considered more influential 
today than any other group in the 
councils of the majority party. But 
there is no doubt that, influenced by 
Mr. Hughes and Mr. Root, the Hoo- 
ver administration will go further 
toward cooperation with the league 
r-f nations than did either the Hard- 
ing or the Coolidge regime. 


With respect to the world court, 


it is a foregone conclusion that the 
members of the court will revise the 
statute to permit American entrance 
at an early date and that this identi- 
fication with the league will be the 
beginning of efforts to codify inter- 
national law and bring about a re- 
duction of armament. 


With respect to Central and South 


America, Mr. Hoover has already

cause friction. 
In Henry Stimson, 


as secretary of state, he will have an

Mr. Stimson's experience in Nicara- 
gua probably will lead to the aban-

will revert to its old policy of recog- 
nizing de, facto governments, believ- 


that this is a better means of 


nsuring the people of a country 
against dictatorships than any sys- 
tem which tends to perpetuate a par- 
ty in power that may be guilty of 
corruption or abuse.

Be Made by Army's Man- 
ufacturing Depot 


Washington—W) — Thousands of 


flags have been especially made to 
•wave in Washington March: 4 at the 
inauguration of Herbert Hoover. 


The quartermaster general has ar- 


ranged with the army's manufactur- 
ing depot in Philadelphia to supply 
flags of every dimension 
ranging 


from the bi?r garrison flags 20 by 38 
feet to the small storm flags 5 by 9 
feet. 


Jn the same city 
where Betsey 


Ross made the first American flag, 
hundreds of girls are busy stitching 
•white percale stars on a blue field 
afe carefully laying red and white 
strips of bunting together. The Phil- 
adelphia depot is responsible for all 
the flags used by the U. S. Army, in- 
cluding colors and standards for reg- 
iments. The national flag is made in 
12 sizes. 


The making of Old Glory advanced 


along the same lines of economical 
production as other 
commodities in 


the needle industries. At one time 
the entire flag was fashioned by one 
operate^. Now the work is divided 
into 13 operations. A different task 
is assigned each worker, the work 
passing along from 'on-> machine to 
another until it is completely assem- 
bled. 


The material for stars is stamped 


out with a. steel 
cutting die on an 


electric-driven stamping 
machine. 


The blue field is placed on a table, 
carefully 
smoothed put/and the 


proper position of the stars TBarked 
on each field, using a perforated pat- 
tern. 


National colors of silk are carried 


by unmounted troops and standards 
by mounted organizations. Making of 
these differs 
from 
the work on 


bunting flags. The stars are made 
of solid embroidery silk on a Swiss 
hand embroidery machine. 


The blue silk fields 
are placed in 


frames on this machine, which turns 
out a stitch-like hand 
embroidery. 


The regimental banners are made of 
heavy taffeta silk with an eagle and 
the regimental coats of arms are em- 
broidered by hand. 
There are 
as 


many as 30 different shades of silk 
used in embroidering 
each banner. 


The workwoman must use the great- 
est care and judgment in her work 
in order that the different 
shades 


blend properly. 


The colors for the President, sec- 


retary of war, 
chief of staff and 


West Point cadets are embroidered 
by hand in the same manner as the 
regimental colors.

CHAPTER II 


Johnny Fischer, 
my pal, and I 


were in New York for a while dig- 
ging trenches for a street car com- 
pany which was electrifying its sys- 
tem, 
eliminating the horse car. In 


our spare time 
we were always 


along the waterfront 
and once or 


twice were privileged to go aboard 
sailing ships to make a very careful 
inspection. 
This only 
made my 


yearning for the sea greater. 


One day we ventured aboard a pas- 


senger ship. With m-.".dy shoes we 
walked through the dining saloon 
just after ^white 
canvas runners 


had been laid. We had only gone a 
short distance when the mate shout- 
ed at us. W,e ran, and, he followed. 
We dashed through companionways, 
up and down stairways and ladders 
and, finally located the gangplank, 
which we crossed, just out 
of the 


reach of the mate. 
We concluded 


then and there that we had 
better 


remain away from ships for a while. 


The Spanish-American war began 


about this time. 
We started 
for 


home, having- developed muscularly 
in the great, city. Fellows were en- 
listing. Here was an opportunity, I 
thought, to get out into the world, 
and I enlisted in the Second Artil- 
lery, Company 
M, at Winthrop, 


Mass. The artillery was not desired 
for some reason or other, and the re- 
sult was that -we became an infantry 
regiment. However, we saw no ser- 
vice and returned to New York the 
early summer of 1899. 


To Havana 
and return was my 


first experience at sea. The days and 
nights on shipboard 
did not seem 


long enough, and 
while I was in 


Cuba I always longed for the time 
I would get back aboard a transport. 
Having had my first experience with 
Father Neptune, 
I -wanted to get 


back to the sea, but when I returned 
home I found, for financial reasons, 
that I had to go to -work once again 
to get funds to resume my travels. 
Eight months later I started again 
with a companion for New Tork to 
enlist in the Navy. 
I had decided 


that it must be the Navy. 


Much to my regret my new pal 


failed to pass the physical examina- 
tion, and he returned to Worcester, 
while I was assigned to the Hartford, 
Farragut's old flagship, which was 
then in Venezuelan waters. I took 
passage on the old Buffalo and had 
my first real encounter 
with Nep- 


tune's wrath. For a day or so I was 
not quite sure that 
I used good 


judgment in enlisting in the Navy, 
ttut the weather cleared and the seas 
moderated, and I could once again 
enjoy life on the bounding main. 


In 1900, I started my.real service 


with the Navy when I began swab- 
bing decks', learning seamanship and 
gunnery and various other drills. Be- 
ing a full fledged sailor with a gob's 
uniform, ;the same one which bad 
previously inspired me. I had plenty 
of confidence, and naturally it wasn't 
long before I had my first fight. 


One day while aboard the Buffalo I 


was bathing myself in a tub of water 
on the deck when 
another sailor 


passed and called me a rookie. That 
was an insult. All the boys watched 
and enjoyed the bout. I was victori- 
ous, fortunately, 
and 
afterwards 


learned that this fellow had only en- 
listed two weeks prior to my enter- 
ing the Navy. 


When we joined the Hartford we 


began to appreciate the lot of a sail- 
or working under the

In less than two years this cor-

The flood of mail began with the 
creation of the commission in March

domination 
and important 


changes in the whole local govern- 
ing machine, are problems which 
must be dealt with by the incoming 
council. There also is a vital issue 
raised by the local traction .situation 
which must be met. 


Under these circumstances the 


fights created the most intense in- 
terest of any aldermanic elections in 
two decades.

was completed. 


Judge Daniel McDonald of 
the 


Winnebago-co court, Oshkosh, pre- 
sided in the case in the place of 
Judge Fred V. Heinemann. The 
judge took the matter under advise- 
ment and ordered. Attorney 
John 


Morgan, who was appointed tempo- 
rary guardian, to continue in that 
capacity until a decision was ready. 


The most sensational feature of 


the Monday afternoon session was 
the eloquent appeal of Attorney A. 
H. Krugmeier, who represents the 
complainant, for the appointment of 
a guardian. 


CHARGES INCOMPETBNCT 
"Never have we seen a more 


brazen witness than Mrs. Vanda 
Earth, the beneficiary of Mueller's 
sudden 
generosity," 
Krugmeier 


shouted. "We must brand all her 
testimony as false. We have a man 
60 years old spending nearly one- 
third of his entire estate in a. few 
months on a person who is not even 
a relative. 


"He gives her cash, a house, and 


buys automobiles, furs and Jewelry 
for her. I claim he is feeble minded 
and that his incompetency has been 
definitely established by the testi- 
mony of witnesses who told 
their 


stories here. 


"If only for the sole reason of pro- 


tecting Mueller against losing the 
balance of his property and protect- 
ing him from becoming a public 
charge I say that a guardian should 
be appointed," Mr. Krugmeier end 
ed.The crowded courtroom burst Into 
scattered applause as Mr. Krugmeier 
took his seat. 


Mr. Smith contended that the pe- 


tition should be dismissed because 
the law provided that the court had 
no jurisdiction to appoint a guardian 
unless It had been definitely proved 
that the alleged Incompetent was 
truly incompetent.

"the worst I ever saw."

"All -through the 
night before 


soldiers and civilians tramped the 
streets in driving wind and rain," 
he relates. "It rained all day long 
on the 4th and the parade was a 
miserable affair. Harrison's inaugu- 
ral address was nearly an hour in 
duration, which was far 
too long 


tinder the circumstances. 


"It didn't stop raining until late in 


the afternoon and all the expensive 
decorations were soaked and -droop- 
Ing. 
Then came the inaugural ball 


at the Pension bureau and everyone 
there was played out 
and 
tired 


Nothing came up 
to expectations 


and as I recall thousands of per- 
sons jammed the depot long before 
the parade started in a great hegira 
away from Washington. 


"The second Cleveland inaugura- 


tion was another bad day, 
but I 


probably enjoyed it as much as any- 
one in Washington except Cleveland 
himself. 
The snow fell the 
night 


before and blew all that morning. 
There was a penetrating north wind 
and when the sun came out at 2 or 
3 o'clock in the afternoon 
everyone 


again called it 'Cleveland luck.' 


"That day I had a. morning en- 


gagement at the treasury. A small 
blizzard was blowing, but the streets 
were crowded and I made my way 
roundabout, avoiding main arteiies 
of traffic. I arrived at about 11:30 
and was soon done, 
intending 
to 


hurry back to the capitol for the 
ceremony.

"As I came out of the treasurv a 


terrific wind was sweeping down Fif- 
teenth-st and the grandstands were 
not only empty but 
covered 
with 


snow. 


"I was th« only person on that 


side of the street. 


"Suddenly I heard a fanfare of 


trumpets and a. cavalcade of horse- 
men began to turn into Fifteenth-si 
from the direction 
of the 
White 


House. 


"Down came an 
open 
carriage 


bearing 
Benjamin 
Harrison, 
the 


president, and 
Graver Cleveland, 


the president-elect. They were all 
wrapped up in overcoats and blank- 
ets and wore silk bats. 


"I stood at the curb and tipped 


my hat and th-_y responded by tak- 
ing off theirs. That jeourtesy was 
exclusively for me. After that I felt 
I had seen all I wanted of that inau- 
guration. Two presidents had doffed 
their hats to me in that kind of 
weather and anything more wbuld 
have been tame. 


"Speaking of thrills reminds me of 


what happened at the time of the 
next inauguration. 
Cleveland 
was 


going out and McKiniey was coming 
in. On the night of March 3 Gen- 
eral Draper of Massachusetts, who 
was then chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Patents and later an ambas- 
sador, came to me and said: 'Young 
man, I understand you -write a very 
fair hand.' I said. 'Yes. sir.' and he 
said: 'Well, I expect to get the copy- 
right bill through the bouse and 1 
wonder whether I am going to get 
It down to the White House in time 
to have it signed.' In those days, 
you know, we enrolled bills on parch-

Are Difficult Test for Al- 
falfa

Good supplies of adaptable 
al- 


falfa seed are available to Wiscon- 
sin farmers for 1920. The leading 
seedsmen of this state handle the U. 
S. Verified 
Common alfalfa 
from 


Montana and South 
Dakota, the 


state certified Montana Common and 
the officially sealed and 
certified 


Grimm Alfalfa from these and other 
states in the West. 
This 
means 


much in the way of securing de- 
pendable seed. The vertiflcation of 
Common alfalfa is a service rend- 
ered by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. ¥nrough a system of 
records the seed is traced from the 
grower to the seller and is so label- 
led under government regulations 
that the seller may be assured of the 
origin of the seed. When you con- 
sider that thia year nearly 40 per 
cent of the total crop of alfalfa seed 
in this country was produced In 
Arizona, New Mexico, Texas 
and 


California, the value of verified seed 
is emphasized. The Common strains 
of alfalfa from these southwestern 
states have proven to be undesirable 
for Wisconsin conditions in trial tests 
Perhaps, nowhere in the Union, are 
the winters more severe with ref- 
erence to clover and alfalfa than 
in Wisconsin. We need dependable 
sources of hardy alfalfa seed. The 
Wisconsin Department of Agricul- 
ture certifies to the origin of Com- 
mon alfalfa seed from Montana and 
such seed is tagged accordingly. 


One of the most progressive steps 


of the Seed Division of the Wiscon- 
sin Department of Agriculture was 
that taken two years ago with ref- 
erence to Grimm alfalfa. 
'At the 


j suggestion of the seedsmen during 


their conference at Madison hi 192S 
a regulation was adopted prohibit- 
ing the sale in Wisconsin of Grimm 
alfalfa seed to packages 
of ' 30 


- pounds or more except In sealed 


sacks and which had been officially 
sealed and certified by recognized of- 
ficials of the states in which the 
seek was grown. 


MUST SUPPLY RECORDS 


A word about such official certifi- 


cation. The grower in the western 
states must supply records to the 
officials which will trace the origin 
of'the seed back to the old original 
Grimm grown on the Grimm farm at 
Carver County, Minnesota. 


Each field is visited by an inspec- 


tor and examinations made as to 
the few varietal characteristics of 
the Grimm which would tend to help 
in tedermining its trueness-to-name. 


^The veracity of the growers is con- 
" sidered^and also the conditions on 
-each farm with reference to acci- 
dental crossing and mixing of the 


^Common with Grimm. 
In 
some 


• states the regulations are so strict 
that they insist that huller be used 
to hull Grimm alfalfa which has not 
hulled any other kind. An inspector 
is on the Job at the time the seed is 
hulled. He seals the sacks at the 
time the seed is cleaned. He unseals 
them, cleans the seed and reseals 
the sack finally before the seed goes 


, on to the market. All of these pre- 


cautions are taken before the seed is 
tagged in order to give assurance 
that the seed is as represented on the 
certification tag. 


Alfalfa seed as well as clover seed 


• ig very high in price this year. The 


crop'in the IT. S. was about one- 
third less last fall than the year pre- 
vious. Unfortunately only a small 
crop was produced in Ontario, Can- 
ada, from whence we have received 
large quantities of a very desirable 
type of alfalfa. All of these circum- 
stances have limited the supply and 
increased the price. This is unfor- 
tunate. Last winter we had a very 
unfavorable season and nearly 90,- 
000 acres, of alfalfa were killed out. 
BUI GOOD SEED 


The problem which confronts us 


now'to whether to buy high priced 
alfalfa seed and raise our own pro- 
tein feed or ultimately be required to 
•buy high priced concentrates. Of 
the two the latter in my opinion Is 
much more costly. To those who 
have land with plenty of lime in it- 
soil that will grow alfalfa readily, 
sufficient alfalfa should be sown to 
provide for feed requirements 
in 


spite of the high price of the seed. 
Those who have land which is some- 
what sour—that which needs lime 
and has not received it—are the 
ones who have good reason to hesi- 
tate on the buying of high priced al- 
falfa seed. Then- problem is first to 
buy the lime, then buying the alfal- 
fa seed is justified even at present 
'figures. 


The time has come when we must 


be willing to spend more money for 
soil treatments 
such as lime and 


phosphate, for inoculation and even 
for high priced clover and alfalfa 
seed, if we are to curtail the heavy 
drain o fthe feed biU on dairy farm 
profits. I do not say this in any at- 
tempt to justify high prices for 
legume seeds. High prices occur 
when supplies are limited. We are 
Ifccing a condition, not a theory. It 
is my opinion that this condition fe 
not sufficiently serious to warrant a 
curtajlmpnt in the acreage of our 
greatest feed producing crop—alfalfa.

Lamb and mutton production in- 
creased but 2 million pounds in 1927 
against 26 million pounds in 1928. 
While beef slaughter fell off 632 mil- 
lion pounds in 1927, it further de- 
creased 744 million pounds in 1928. 


The total of 16,955 million pounds 


of dressed • meat, not including lard, 
estimated to have been produced in 
1926 is composed of 6,082 million 
pounds of beef, 814 million pounds 
of veal, 671 million pounds of lamb 
and mutton, 9,387 million pounds of 
pork, and 1 million pounds of goat 
meat. Of this total production 66.75 
per cent was federally inspected. The 
remainder includes the farm kill and 
the commercial slaughter not Gov- 
ernment inspected. Some of the lat- 
ter is inspected by State and local 
authorities, but the quantity so in- 
spected is not known. 


The total meat production in 1928 


was 83 million pounds more than 
that of the preceding year, but that 
increase was not sufficient to main- 
tain the per capita consumption at 
the 1927 level.

SPREAD OF SMUT 


Madison— Wisconsin seed and 


grain growers this week announc- 
ed a plan to stop the spread of 
the smut disease among pedigreed 
oats and wheat. The requirements 
for certifying and registering oats 
and wheat have been stiffened, re- 
quiring the grain to come from 
seed which has been treated for 
smut. Furthermore the crop must 
not reveal on field inspection more 
than a trace of smut. 


The new requirements were ex- 


plained in a news letter sent to 
all the members of the Wisconsin 
Experiment association. 


Officials of the association feel 


that the quality of Wisconsin 
grains will be improved by the 
new rule. The cost of treating 
seed is insignificant. For a few 
cents, a grower can insure an acre 
of grain against tha ravages of 
the disease. 
Smut is carried by 


the seed, and during the growing 
season 
spreads from plant to 


plan. The decrease reduces crop 
yields, causing a loss of millions of 
dollars to farmers throughout the 
country.

Illinois has several hundred dif- 


ferent crop plants, each with from 
one to 20 diseases attacking it. The 
great problem is to keep strains pure 
and resistant after they have been 
obtained. 


Resistant types are expected to 


eliminate in many cases the expen- 
sive use of sprays and other phys- 
cal treatments. As many as 15 spray 
applications a season are used on 
apples in southern Illinois. 


Of the 124 industries enumerated 


by the Census in Wisconsin's indus- 
trial family, 89 exceed one million 
dollars in value of products and 35 
range less than one million dollars. 
In addition to the last mentioned 35 
industries, it is to be expected that 
most of those included in the "all 
other industries" group also fall be- 
low one million dollars m value of 
products.

Cattle Number About Same 


as Last Year, Nation's 
Livestock Reports 


The annual inventory of the Na- 


tion's Livestock indicates fewer hogs 
on hand than last year, more sheep 
and about the same number of cat- 
tle. 


The number of horses continues 


to decline as it has for several years. 
It is now at its lowest in 40 years 
and judging by the number of colta 


[ born in 1928 will continue to decline. 
Horse prices are advancing. This ap- 
pears to be an excellent time for 
many farmers to replace old worn- 
out horses with young animals. 


The number of dairy cows is re- 


ported as about the same as a year 
ago but yearling heifers and heifer 
calves showed some increase in 
numbers. 


The outlook for the swine indus- 


try in 1929 is favorable. The 1929 
market supply nf hogs is expected 
to be considerably smaller than that 
of 1928. 


Some improvement in the foreign 


demand for American pork products 
is indicated and no material change 
in domestic demand is anticipated. 
Hog prices during 1929 are expected 
to average considerably higher than 
in 1928. 


The combined spring and fall pig 


crop of 1928 as indicated by the pig 
surveys was about 5 per cent smal- 
ler for the Corn Belt' than the crop 
of 1927. The distribution of the 1928 
crop over the Corn Belt States w 
in better relation to corn suppli 
than that of the 1927 crop. 


Information as to hog supplies for 


the marketing year, Kovember 1928 
to October 1029 indicates a slaugh- 
ter of from >13,000,0(fO to 45,000,000 
head which compares with a slaugh- 
ter of -iSjOOO.OOO for the crop year 
1327-28. 


The immediate outlook for 
the 


cattle industry - continues favorable, 
with prices about at the peak of the 
cycle. Further reduction in market 
supplies in 1929 is indicated, but the 
decrease probably will not be 33 
great as that of 1928, Supplies of 
grain-finished cattle during the first 
half of 1929 will probably equal or 
exceed those in the first half of last 
year. Any increase in, such cattle, 
however, is likely to be offset by de- 
creased supplies of other kinds sof 
cattle. In the past situations like the 
one which now prevails- have Ijeen 
followed by increased production and 
reduced prices. This, therefore, does 
not appear to be-a favorable time 
for new producers" to enter the in- 
dustry.

. Washington —(A3)—'to the cheers 
ol thousands who btood in pools uf 
water under drippins red, white and 
bluo umbrellas. Gen. Benjamin Har- 
rison, grandson of President William 
Henry 
Harrison, rode from 
the 


White House to the Capitol March 
4, 1889, one of the worst inaugura- 
tion days in history. 


Decorations were sodden and rain- 


streaked men wrung the water out 
of their coattails and many a femin- 
ine bang, shingled especially for the 
inauguration, was ruined. 


President-elect Harrison sat with 


President Cleveland and Senators 
Hoar and Cockerel! in an open car- 
riage drawn by two seal brown and 
two sorrel horses-. 
General Harri- 


son "smiled behind his beard" as 
Senator Hoar struggled to raise his 
umbrella, the ring sliding to the top 
and the umbrella collapsing. 


At the Capitol, General Harrison, 


disregarding the advice Of his asso- 
ciates, insisted on going out on the 
open portico to deliver his inaugural 
address to the multitude tvhich had 
stood for hours in the rain to see 
the ceremony. One of the most pic- 
turesque figures in the paiade was 


the chief marshal. General Beaver, 
the one-legged and handsome gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania, who rode his 
hot-be, hat in hand, with the rain 
trickling down his powerful neck. 


Although the lain marred the pa- 


rade festivities, the inaugural ball 
in the huge pension building was a 
brilliant affair 
attended by 12,000 


persons. Mrs. Harrison and Mrs. 
Levi^P. Morton, wife of the vice 
president, wore brocaded gowns of 
American 
manufacture 
and John 


Thilip Sousa, leader of the marine 
band, composed a "presidential polo- 
naise" especially for the occasion. 


The thousands who poured into 


Washington were greeted at the de- 
pot by the howls of hack drivers, 
hotel runners and fakirs who gave 
to each 
purchaser a box of corn 


salve, a. package of inaugural "jew- 
elry." Diamonds sparkled under the
